"I said, 'Mother, how do you thini. 


the will was stolen?' 


"She said, 'Why, by men who came 


and wanted me to go out to your 
place. -They wanted to get me awav 
and murder me for the will.' 


"I said, 'Why, mother, they could- 


n't get into the house, could they?' 


"She said, 'Oh, yes, some one has 


been in and robbed the house, stole 
some of the furniture, but I have it 
all back now. They came in through 
the window, but I have the windows 
fixed so that no one can go in when 
the dcors are fastened.' "

Washington, March 2.—It has beea 


years since the house was the scene of 
so royal a battle between the twd 
great parties as it witnessed there 
over the ship subsidy bill. The bill 
was passed, but not until after it had 
been once defeated, and that, in fact, 
in Itself shows how close the align- 
ment was. When the first vote dis- 
closed a majority against the meas- 
ure, the Democrats and their Republi- 
can allies made the house ring with, 
their cheers. There were several roll* 
calls before the final favorable result 
was secured. 
The vote on the Lit- 


tauer substitute was defeated on the 
first vote, ayes 154, nays 161 
The 


Democrats could not retain their lead, 
however, for on""a vote to lay on the 
table a motion to reconsider, the op- 
ponents of the ship subsidy were de- 
feated, 156 to 159, and the vote to re- 
consider the first vote was adopted, 
164 to 154. Then there were other 
votes, but immediately after the first 
ballot desertions began, and on the 
final vote to pass the bill as amended 
the work done by the Republican lead- 
ers during the. height of the battle 
was made manifest. The "bill was 
passed, 155 to 144. Congressmen Bur- 
ton, Mouser, Webber and Weems, all 
of Ohio, voted with the Democrats. 


Four steamship lines are to be sub- 


sidized under the measure, and all of 
these are to sail for South. American 
ports. One is to be from the Atlantic 
coast to Brazil; a second from the 
Atlantic coast to Argentina; a third 
between the Gulf of Mexico and Bra- 
zij^.and the fourth from the Pacific, . 
coast to the Ishmtis of Panama', Peru 
and Chile. The annual subsidy tor 
each line is to be $300,000 for a month- 
ly mail service, or $600,000 for a fort- 
nightly service, excepting the Argen- 
tine line, which is to have $400,000 
for a monthly service or $800,000 for 
a fortnightly service. No American 
cities are named as ports from which 
any of the lines are to start, and the 
bill is so worded that the line in the 
Pacific to South America can touch, 
at any number of ports in the United 
States. The same is true of the At- 
lantic lines. It is provided in the bill 
that all the vessels profiting by this 
subvention for carrying mail must 
have a speed of not less thaa 16 
knots, and it has been 
repeatedly 


stated on the floor of the house that 
no ships now engaged in the South 
American trade can make any such 
speed. 


The house adopted the conference 


report on the postoffice appropriation 
bill. A bill was passed providing tor 
the creation of an industrial peace 
committee to administer the $40,000 
which President Roosevelt received 
from the Nobel prize fund. 


The general deficiency bill was then 


passed. An amendment by Mr. Grosve- 
nor of Ohio was adopted, giving all 
employes of congress one month's ex- 
tra pay. On a point of order made by 
several members from 
the Pacific 


coast, the proposed reduction of mile- 
age for senators and representatives 
from 20 to S cents per mile went out. 
There -nas no debate on the amend- 
ment permitting the secretary of the 
treasury to receive from the Cuban 
government moneys to reimburse the 
amount paid out by this government 
foiPpresent intervention.

men. 
' The Columbus Railway and Ligat 


company is a consolidation of the Co- 
lumbus Railway 
company 
and the 


Columbus Edison company, the com- 
pany having a capital of $5,000,000. 


One of the reports is that the Co-

INJUNCTION SUIT REFUSED

Xcws Briefs. 


Portsmouth, O , March 2—It was 


learned rtiis morning that 
someone, 


after midnight, had burned one of 
the traction company's largest 
and 


best cars, which the strike breakers 
had lert standing on 
Damarin Hill. 


Arrests may follow. President York 
announced that he 
will.call on the 


sheriff for protection. Steel workers, 
biJckyard men and other employes of 
plants located along the street rail- 
way line, will be paid 
tonight ^and 


further trouble is feared. 


Portsmouth, O , March 2. — Two 


thousand strike sympathizers gath- 
ered Friday night in the immediate vi- 
cinity of the street railway offices, 
creating scenes of violence. The mob 
raced back and forth, stoning the cars.^ 
Louis Dulsheimer, a strike-breaker' 
from Cincinnati, who drew a revolver, 
was disarmed and almost beaten to 
death. Several cars were wrecked 
before the crowd was dispersed by 
the police, who ^ere rushed to the 
spot in response to-appeals from the 
company officials. Save for a few belt 
line 
cars, the company has been 


forced to suspend traffic. 
One shot 


was fired through a car opposite 
Tracy park, in the heart of the city, 
and the whistling bullet just grazed 
Judge George P. Tyler of Dayton, O., 
a trustee of the state blind asylum at 
Columbus, who was a passenger on 
the car. 


Portsmouth motormen and conduc- 


tors who struck for shorter hours 
have not participated in the out- 
breaks. Eighteen strike-breakers, to- 
gether -with a number of hired detec- 
tives, have arrived from Cincinnati, 
and more are expected. 


Nothing to Enjoin. 


Cleveland, O., March 3.—Judge Es- 


tep refused to grant a temporary re- 
straining order to prevent the trans- 
fer of the stock of the Cleveland Gas 
Light and Coke company and the Peo- 
ple's Gas Light t company to the Co- 
lumbia Gas an_3 Electric company. 
The suit was filed by a stockholder to 
prevent the merger of the two arti- 
ficial gas companies of the city under 
the name of the Columbia Gas and 
Electric^ company. The 
court 
held 


that the merger had already been 
completed, and as a result there was 
nothing 
to enjoin. 
The 
suit was 


brought on the ground that the con- 
solidation would be a violation of the 
anti-trust law.

When adjournment until Monday 


morning was ordered, Dr. Britton'D. 
Evans, an alienist for the defense, 
was still under 
cross-examination. 


District Attorney Jerome's course In. 
questioning the witness was somewhat 
baffling. At times he seemed desirous 
to have Dr. Evans unqualifiedly admit 
that Thaw suffered 
from paranoia, 


which is practically incurable. Again 
he brought from the witness the opin- 
ion that when Thaw armed himself he 
well knew that a revolver was an in- 
strument for self-protection and would 
produce death. 
Finally the prosecu- 


tor wanted to know if actions of » 
person suffering from a brain storm 
or mental explosion would be charac- 
terized by the calm, deliberate man- 
ner which Thaw displayed the night 
he shot Stanford White. 


The net result of the cross-examina- 


tion appeared to be that Mr. Jerome 
is still laying the foundation upon 
which he may ask lor a commission 
in lunacy to judge of the present, men- 
ial condition of the defendant. -Evjen 
to the extent of greatly fatiguing, the 
judge and jury the district attorney 
dwelt upop adolescence and paranoia, 
endeavoring to establish a relation- 
ship between the two. He was at last 
rewarded when Dr. Evans admitted 
that the defendant's will and codicil 
did suggest a paranoiaie form of ado- 
lescent insanitv. Adolescent insanity, 
it was explained, is common in per- 
sons during the development perio.d.pf 
life — from 10 years to 40 years — wMle 
paranoia is a fixed insanity upon on® 
subject — monomania. 


Dr. Evans 
declared 
that Thaw 


showed a degree of adolescent insan- 
ity when he wrote the letters in 1903 
after Evelyn Xesbit had told him, of 
her alleged wrong at the hands of 
Stanford White. The delusions appar- 
ent in the letters were more concen- 
trated in the will and codicil executed 
April 4, 1905. and 
wfcen taken ,-by 


themselves 
indicated a paranoiaie 


form of insanity of adolescence. June 
25, 190C, when Thaw shot and killed 
Stanford White, Dr. Evans said the 
defendant was suffering from an es- 
plosivo outburst of adolescent insan- 
ity. Mr. Jerome endeavored to induce 
the witness to admit that a person 
insane from 1900 to 190C suffered from 
a chronic form of mental disorder, -but 
Dr. Evans insisted that the evidence 
merely showed acute outbursts and 
not a chronic state. 


Justice Fitzgerald indicated his fa- 


tigue at the three days' cross-examina- 
tion of the expert when Mr. Jerome 
began to question Dr. Evans about bis 
knotvledze oC other instances of ado- 
lescent insanity, which bad resulted 
In acts of homicide. Mr. Delrnas ob- 
jeoif'Cl 10 this line of questioning.

Ocean. Recently not less than 1,000 
silver spoons, valued at 82 each, have 
been sold to improve and to preserve 
certain historic features of the road- 
way lying along the Fox river from 
Aurora as far north as Elgin aud Car- 
pentersville. 


The Kane county women have been 


working on this project for over a year, 
but it has only been within the last 
few weeks that they hit on the novel 
plan of raising the money with which 
to carry out their plans, which are in- 
tended to benefit the whole people. 


The work of preserving landmarks 


and beautifying lands abutting on the 
roadways was commenced in the fall 
of 1905, when they interested the farm- 
ers to the extent of inducing them to 
keep their weeds cur down. Then the 
women engaged a landscape man and 
drove him over the route, the result of 
which was that he drew up au elabo- 
rate plan calculated to establish and 
maintain one of the most attractive 
driveways in the state. 


After this came the project of rais- 


ing the money. Rich men, automobile 
owners, drivers of blooded stock, were 
appealed to, but subscriptions came 
few and far between. During the most 
of the last summer there was nothing 
done that led the women workers to 
hope for the consummation of the 
project 


Then one of the Aurora women 


broached the project. She suggested 
that the fund be started by selling sil- 
ver spoons of a special design. 


Then the women workers got their 


heads together in working out a de- 
Bign. At the start it was determined 
that a leading feature in the design 
should be a good likeness of old Chief 
Shabbona, who thousands of times had 
passed over the trail now marked by 
the roadway sought to be Improved. 
The name of~ Shabbona is an honored 
one in Illinois. To the white settler of 
pioneer days Shabbona was a friend in- 
deed. History recites that he saved 
settlements from massacre and in 
many other ways so endeared himself 
to the white people that they revere 
his memory unto this day. They named 
a town for him and erected a fine mon- 
ument at his grave. 


Shabbona's likeness has been made 


to appear in the bowl of the spoon, and 
the artist has done some clever work 
on other portions of the souvenir. The 


among the many 
v.-ho made their 


homes in the beautiful Fox Rher val- 
ley before the advent of the white 
man. He was born iu Canada about 
1780 of the Ottawa tribe. He married 
ilie uau^iiLei u£ a i '>u.i\Muouae cuiel 
and, 
according to the custom of the 


Indians to adopt the tribe of the wife, 
he became a Pottaw atoiuie. He was 
known as 'the white's man's friend' 
and saved many from massacre, par- 
ticularly during the Buck Hawk war 
in 1S31>. He died at Seneca. 111., July 
IS, ISoO, and is buried in Evergreen 
cemetery. Morris, III., where a monu- 
ment was erected to hi;- memory."

a vast training school in every branch 
of railroading. 
This 
partially 
ex- 


plains the existence 
of the Altoona 


high school. The other part of the 
explanation is found in the desire o£ 
the railroad company to discover a 
way to combine its need for trained 
employes with the aim of the public 
school authorities to turn out young 
men ready to earn a living. 


What makes the high school a 


unique institution is the industrial 
department, for 
the equipment of 


which the Pennsylvania railroad paid 
all the bills. 
This department 
has 


nothing in common with ''manual 
training." 
A four years' course is 


planned, beginning with mechanical 
drawing and ending with machine de- 
sign 


Graduates 
of the 
Altoona High 


school will be fitted to go directly 
into the Pennsjlvania shops on a 
footing between the regular appren- 
tices and" the special apprentices who 
are graduates of technical schools. 


One Kate for Coal Over Peiunsy. 
Coal freight rates to become effec- 


tive April 1, which were announced 
Friday by the Pan Handle, show a 
reduction in favor of the independent 
operators. This is regarded as a big 
victory for the independents 
as it 


was alleged that companies owning 
their own equipment have been fav- 
ored by the railroads. 


All special rates for private cars 


have been abolished and 
hereafter 


there will be but one rate. It is pos- 
sible that a slight reduction in the 
price of coal may tollow and it is gen- 
erally believed that ni^ny of the coal 
concerns owning their own equip- 
ment will dispose of their cars as a 
result of th enew rate sheet . 


While this rate so tar will affect 


only the mines along the Pan Handle 
it is understood that similar action 
on coal rates will be taken by other 
roads. 


That the recent ruling of the inter- 


state commerce commission regard- 
ig private car ownership had a great 
deal to do with the arranging ot the 
new coal freight rate sheet is not de- 
nied and the independent operators 
regard the new rates as the most fav- 
orable ever announced. 


Under the old rate the railroads 


charged 40 cents a ton for hauling 
coal from Bridgeville to Pittsburg on 
the Pan Handle in their 
own cars,, 


and 20 cents in cars belonging to the 
shippers: 
Under the new rates it 


will be 35 cents a ton between these 
two points, whether shipped in rail- 
road or private cars. 


Coal companies that can afford to 


purchase and 
maintain their own 


equipment, it is said, had an advan- 
tage over the smaller and independ- 
ent shippers, as their coal was hauled 
for practically less than that of the 
independents. 


These private cars were at the dis- 


posal of the owner at all times, and 
in addition to this it is charged that 
the railroads give the 
car owning

including public service corporations, 
such as steain and electric railroads,

ed capitalized wealth in stocks and 
bonds, represented by that propor- 
tion of their prouerty or business lo- 
cattd or done Jn this state, of $2,- 


60,000,000. 
The total wealth of 


h estate upon the grand tax dup- 
icate, where appears the property 
eturns of all corporations and in- 
dividends in Ohio, is $2,220,000,000. 
Thus the corporations alone have a 
capitalized wealth 
of 
$40,000,000 


more than the total wealth of the 
state of which their own properties 
form a part. Last year all the cor- 
porations in Ohio returned for tax- 
ation property to the value of about 
$300,000,000. 
In other words they 


have a wealth upon which interest 
and dividends are paid greater than 
the total wealth of the state and they 
p» ' stbont one-eighth of the taxes. 


"Xow, no one would contend that 


these stocks and bonds of corpora- 
tions should be taxed as other prop- 
erty is taxed, and then in addition 
that the tangible assets of the com- 
panies snould be taxed. All that is 
suggested is that in fixing a value 
upon the tangible property, partic- 
ularly of public service corporations, 
which enjoy franchise privileges, the 
taxing authorities Should be reqtiir- 
ed to take into 
consideration 
the 


market value of their stocks and 
bonds. In other words, if a railroad 
company, if or example, has $100,- 
000 worth of tracks and depots and 
equipment, and by the use of such 
property earns dividends upon $1,- 
000,000 of stock and pays interest 
upon $1,000,000 of bonds, it should 
not go on the tax duplicate for $100,- 
000, but its property should be val- 
ued with some respect to its earning 
capacity.
